Pursuant to 8235-9(B) of the Table of Dimensional Regulations of the
Town/Village of Harrison Zoning Ordinance the minimum required rear yard setback is 50 feet
and the minimum side yard setback is 20 feet. The proposed addition reduces the rear yard
setback to 26.17 feet, thus requiring a variance of 23.83 feet. The proposed garage is indicated
to have a side yard setback of 5 feet, thus requiring a variance of 15 feet.
